This report overviews the ACVRB mission and goals, identifies Board members and staff,
provides a summary of claims received and awarded, and covers total compensation paid out to
Crime Victims and Sexual Assault Victims. The report also provides a county-by-county
breakdown of the number of awarded claims and compensation received by citizens of each
Arkansas county, plus some examples of types of financial assistance paid out by the ACRVB.
Finally, the report highlights the Board’s annual participation in the National Crime Victims’
Rights Week celebration in Arkansas, at which time the Board honors recipients of the Crime
Victims Advocate of the Year award.

2019 was a year of transition for the ACVRB, as we transitioned from oversight by the Attorney
General’s Office to the administrative responsibility of the Arkansas Department of Public Safety.
Thanks to the Attorneys General of Arkansas who housed the ACVRB since its inception in 1988,
and special thanks to Attorney General Leslie Rutledge who most recently provided us with much
support. The transition to the Department of Public Safety was smooth and seamless, and we are
very grateful for the leadership and guidance of Jami Cook, Secretary of the Department of Public
Safety, as we were welcomed to our new administrative home.

VICTIM PAYOUTS

A 16 year-old Garland County girl was driving to school when she was carjacked by four
men. She was shot five times and left in the middle of the road. The Crime Victims’
Program was able to help pay some of the medical expenses incurred.

A 42 year-old Randolph County woman was a victim of domestic violence and sustained
multiple injuries. The Crime Victims’ program was able to help pay her medical expense
and the lost wages incurred.

A 35 year-old Union County man was walking on the street when he was struck by a
vehicle operated by a drunk driver. The driver stole a vehicle from a car lot where he
worked and was speeding when the vehicle jumped the curb and struck the victim, causing
multiple injuries. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to help the victim with medical
expenses and lost wages.

A 75 year-old Lee County man was robbed, then shot and killed by two juveniles while
cleaning his property. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to pay his funeral expenses
and assist immediate family members with lost wages incurred as a result of the
victimization.

A 15 year-old Cleburne County boy was sexually assaulted by his uncle over a period of
several years. The Crime Victims’ Program was able to pay counseling expenses for him
as well as his immediate family members.




CRIME VICTIMS ADVOCATE OF THE YEAR AWARD

The Crime Victims of the Year Award is an annual presentation of the Arkansas
Crime Victims Reparations Board. The purpose of the award is to recognize
Arkansans who are outstanding advocates in their role of providing service to
victims of violent crime.
